Material Lists Save Time 

Our itemized material list is considered by many to be as 
important as the plans. In this list of materials prepared 
especially for your chosen home plan, we not only give the 
amounts of materials necessary to build the home, but we 
break them down into separate use such as joists, rafters, 
number of blocks, etc. Also included are such things as mill- 
work, shingles, flooring, lath and plaster, number of bricks 
and all the other materials. Even experienced contractors often 
buy these lists because their own cost of figuring materials 
would exceed $5.00 and because they realize that our famili- 
arity with the plan will result in a more accurate bill of 
materials. 

Plumbing Diagrams 

Especially valuable to builders in suburban areas is the typi- 
cal plumbing and sewage disposal diagram. It gives instructions 
for building cesspools and septic tank systems and extent of 
drainage field necessary under certain conditions. It also shows 
in graphic form the various plumbing connections and arrange- 
ments throughout a house. It is a diagram well worth a $5.00 
investment.

L-shaped arrangement of the 21/6x13 living 
room and 8/3x1 1 dining area as well as cus- 
tom-styled kitchen are grouped about the large 
fireplace serving the living room. This masonry 
construction has a corner fireplace opening 
and also serves as a wall background to kitchen 
cabinets that are hanging on the opposite side. 

The delightful patio that can be reached via 
sliding glass doors of the living room is cov- 
ered. This is accomplished by extension of 
the principal gable of the roof, supported by 
heavy timber beams and two posts. 

Another interesting detail of construction is 
vaulted ceiling over kitchen and living-dining 
room. This provides a feeling of space and 
also reveals more of the massive brick fire- 
place partition wall. 
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OUTSTANDING FEATURES: 

1 . Six comfortable bedrooms that meet all require- 
ments pertaining to space, light, ventilation and 
storage as set forth by standard building codes 
and money lenders. 

2. A special seating and removable table arrange- 
ment has been featured that will take care of 
the dining requirements for a large family and 
yet conserve on living room space. 

3. Plan has been developed into a simple rectan- 
gular shape without expensive outcroppings 
such as window bays and upstairs dormers. 

4. Plumbing on upstairs and first floor level is 
aligned in a common wall. 

5. Vaulted ceiling of second story eliminates cost 
of ceiling joists.

A combination of unusual and striking features expertly 
blended together makes this home plan a most practi- 
cal and attractive example of contemporary design. 

The 13x18 foot living room is connected to the 9/10x9 
foot dining area in such a manner as to make them 
both seem more spacious. Another example of open 
planning is the breakfast bar arrangement that is part 
of the delightful kitchen plan. 

Note that the three stools built-in along- 
side the breakfast bar are located in such 
a manner as not to confict with kitchen 
traffic. Plenty of built-in cabinets are 
provided for the storage of dishes, pots 
and pans and other accessories. 

A large window on the outside wall pro- 
vides a means for overlooking the patio 
from the kitchen. The work area of the 
kitchen is 10/5x13/6 and includes the 
laundry equipment along the inside rear 
wall. From the kitchen a doorway is pro- 
vided that makes it possible to pass to 
the bedrooms and bath without crossing 
the living room. 
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PLAN 1264-5 
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A feeling of uncrowded living is further 
emphasized by presence of a large patio 
that borders the living room. The owner 
may enter the patio through the sliding 
glass doors of the outside window wall of 
the living room. 

The patio fence is designed as a continu- 
ation of the paneled siding exterior of 
the building. The fence is 6V2 feet high 
to insure privacy for the occupants and 
act as an efficient windbreaker. The 
floor of the patio is divided into a pat- 
tern of squares by the use of redwood 
ties. This framework can be filled with 
pea gravel, masonry or a concrete slab.

This plan contains less than 800 square feet, yet has 
all the liveabiltty of many larger homes. The floor plan 
is designed so that the flow of traffic can be handled 
in the most efficient manner. Note how it is possible 
for the owner to walk from the kitchen through the 
laundry and central hall to the bathroom or bedrooms 
without crossing the living room. 

The 12x16 living room offers a generous amount of 
wall space due to the location of the doors and windows. 

Plumbing in the bathroom and laundry has been con- 
centrated to reduce the cost of construction. 

Besides giving the exterior a modern look, the contem- 
porary design adapts itself very well to the attached 
carport.

Our floor plan is patterned after the highly efficient 
hub and spokes arrangement of a wheel. The flow of 
traffic is centered at the hub of the plan and the 
movement of the occupants is carried on with a mini- 
mum of hall space and effort. Principal doors and hall- 
way lead from the entry in all directions. 

The living room is 14x20 in size and adjacent dining 
area measures ] 1x1 1. This results in a most spacious 
and comfortable arrangement. When occasion de- 
mands, the dining table may be extended into the 
living room. 

A large 6x7 nook is separated from kitchen work area 
by counter top bar. A stairway to the full basement 
and party room is located nearby and may be used 
from the outside, without entering the main part of 
the home. 

Another interesting feature is the dual purpose bath- 
room, with private access to one portion of the room 
from the master bedroom. The other unit of the bath- 
room is reached from the central hallway and intended 
for use by the other members of the family. 




One thoughtful examination of this plan 
should convince our most particular readers 
that here is a practical design that offers a 
great deal in comfortable living. 

Even though the total area is a modest 1 195 
square feet, the rooms are well proportioned in 
size. The three bedrooms measure 11x12, 
11x10 and 10x10. The 13x18/6 living room 
forms an L-shaped area by connection to 
10/6x10 dining room. 

An attractive entry hall is screened from the 
dining room by an open partition. The kitchen- 
nook is 15/6x8 with eating space located be- 
side two attractive corner windows. Stairway 
to the basement has a straight flight to the 
cellar from the outside or two steps down to 
the landing from the kitchen.

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An unusual feature of this plan is the partially 
covered patio and terrace that is formed by 
the connection of garage and home. This de- 
lightful, rear garden space is made readily 
accessible by the use of a doorway leading 
from the dining room, as well as the stairway 
landing that connects with the basement. Be- 
cause of this convenient arrangement, it is 
possible for the owner to enjoy dining on the 
patio as a part of his recreation. The generous 
size of the rooms along with the efficiency of 
the floor plan arrangement make this plan a 
popular choice of home builders.

Here is a small and attractive plan intended 
for use on a building site with ample front- 
age. In fact, this design can solve a problem 
that involves the use of low cost properties 
of generous size. 

The appearance of rambling width has been 
achieved by keeping the depth of the building 
to a conservative minimum, using the 991 
square feet most effectively across the front 
of the lot. 

The construction is basically very simple as 
can be determined from the rectangular shape 
of the building. However, to modify this ap- 
pearance, a break in the roof line has been 
accomplished through the use of the attached 
carport and inclosed patio that adjoins the 
dwelling. 
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A floor plan arrangement of 
only 1,100 sq. ft. has been de- 
signed to meet the sideyard 
requirements of an inside 50x 
100 city lot. The manner in 
which the owners may walk 
from the kitchen to the bed- 
rooms and bath without cross- 
ing the dining room or living 
room is an outstanding feature. 
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In spite of its conservative size, this home offers 
both a roomy nook space in the kitchen and a large 
dining area. The latter is connected to the living 
room by means of a wide opening that permits 
expansion of dining furniture and also serves to 
make the living room seem larger. Additional 
plumbing has been provided adjacent to kitchen 
and laundry area. This partial bath includes water 
closet and lavatory. An outside door, leading from 
the hallway, makes the washroom readily accessi- 
ble to the owner when he completes his garden 
chores. 
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Here is the much discussed and sought 
after four-bedroom plan that is tailored 
to fit the needs of large families. At pres- 
ent hampered by small room areas and 
lack of proper utilities, many people will 
see a solution to their housing lacks in 
this efficient plan. First, our designers 
have provided you with ready access to 
any room in the home without traffic 
through an adjacent room. 



Look at the details which make this truly 
a home for the large living group, whether 
city life or that of the country is' pre- 
ferred. There is not a bedroom less than 
12x10 and the largest is 141/2x12. Of 
course, a home of this type must accom- 
modate so many people in the living room 
that a 1 5x22 area is considered an abso- 
lute necessity. Likewise, ample wall space 
has been provided to include necessary 
furnishings for such a family. 
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If you have a building site that faces an 
attractive view or lot frontage, this fine 
plan will serve your needs very well. 
Notice how the "Active" rooms have 
been placed across the front of the home 
with the bedrooms to the rear of the 
home. 
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Plan is available with a basement or with 
no basement, but a utility room instead. 
Overall length of plan without basement 
is 80/0 due to the width of the laundry. 
Roof cornice is a 2 ft. 6 inch projection. 
Don't forget, you may order reverse plans 
for any plan in his book. 
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This plan is offered as a solution to the 
home builder's pressing need for living 
space — a room that can be used for a 
den or fourth bedroom, by itself, or an 
extension of the living room. The lat- 
ter arrangement is accomplished by 
use of an expansible wall. This remov- 
able partition is left open to increase 
the size of the living room or closed if 
desired. 
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Here is a home which should satisfy many of 
our readers who are looking for an economical 
yet comfortable dwelling. Two floor plans have 
been prepared so that a choice in bedroom 
sizes and the addition of an extra bathroom 
is possible. 

Both designs have double-size garages and 
include two places to eat as well as inside 
laundry rooms. Another which will appeal to 
the housewife is the abundance of closet 
space. 

Designed for level lots with 75 or 100 feet of 
frontage, the rustic appearance of the ranch- 
style exterior should appeal to prospective 
home builders who are considering the use of 
suburban properties. 
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Certain features about this plan permit its 
use on lots that require special orientation 
of the home in order to take advantage of 
favorable view or garden plot. It is particu- 
larly suited to building sites that provide 
both front and rear garden attractions.
